Aa the aayir^ season cane on in the valleys outside the park, 
there was an increased demand for laaor, Baiting it harder for us to keep 
oar crews filled. Also the sories of forest fires in Montana and northern 
Idaho called for fast numoers of nen and as the month drew to a close it 
waa becoming »re and more difficult to secure common laoor. i'here was 
also a dearth of skilled labor, particularly carpenters.

Jfo new construction vas started* The clay topping of the 
sandy stretches of the new Laxe Shore itoad aaa been carried on as a 
maintenance proposition. This road was opened to general travel about 
July 10th. 

Project *'o« 1 - Flrenole .toad* 3300 feat of this road 
has bean completed to lata. BUS includes much cement rubble vail work 
wnieh retards progreaa considerably* All fills hate hand placed slopes 
flaw walls and all high fills are protected with the new border stone 
type of guard rail. The clearing and roadeide cleanup of the portion 
cleared tnia month has been held back due to not being able to raw 
the orush and deorie on account of the fire haaard. The steam shovel 
and another crew nave bean placed at Lie end of the road where the 
engineers stopped in l%&. After aoaa preliminary widening in order 
to get materials through, the shovel will start on new construction 
before carrying out the general reconstruction of the old road. Con- 
sideraole difficulty is encountered in tne drilling of the rook due 
to the numerous clay eemms and pockets. In order to keep the roadside 
free of rook, the holes have oeen spaced closer together and loaded 
very ligatl^. Suon precautions considerably retard the progress of 
the work. 

Project ac. 11 - Ins i rat ion Point toad * he surfacing 
of this road to Orand ^iew was completed j\a1± fth and the road opened 
to traffic to Siat point. Some additional surfacing has been placed 
bat after the steam shovel had finished -fideniar the road near Point 
Lookout it was moved to the Firahole and only a few short sect is of 
the road have been surfaced oeyond Grand View. Jhe contractors have 
completed 9i#> of the road and will finish the remaining section by 
the middle of August.

Four miles of new trail have been built In tne vicinity of 
Garnet ilidge. lhis trail when completed will be 8 miles in long and 
will afford convenient access to many points of Interest between Gamp 
liooaevelt and the Yancey Banch.

Mr. Ansel F. Hall, Chief Par* Naturalist, on a visit of inspection 
to the Park, added a very notaole exhioit to the Mueetsn. This is a model of 
a typical geyser. 2he model is one of Mr. Sail's own designing and making. 
▲ square caolnet aoout four feet in height holds tho working parts and the 
geyser itself. An electric current urnishes the heat for the operating of 
trio hot water column and the action is altogether similar to thot of a real 
geyser, or qp ting every four or five minatos. Another model, similar, but with 
the water columns inclosed in tzlass of special composition, so that the action 
of tne steam oan be ol early followed with me eye, was also set up in fcfee 
Museum jut haa & in 00 aeon taken down and reassembled at Old Faithful* ?he 
aodels are attracting a groat deal of attontion and interest in them increases 
2he models are instructive and realistic ana they a 7e the very useful pur- 
pose of answering many questions daily whJ reold otherwise require the 
time of Museum attendants. Credit should oe given to Mr. J. :.. Haynes, now 
Acting director of the Muse cm, for having originated the ilea of a model 
geyaar and for niacin- tne first one and .ting it in operation in the park 
several years aco . . r. Haynes 1 model was similar to the one first made by 
Mr. aall.

main and lateral highway was sprayed. 3800 pounds of powdered arsenate 
of lead, 140 gallons of fish oil and £, ,300 callons of water *aa used. 
«he work was done with a Kitahenry-iiuptil motor true* sprayer, an 800 
gallon motor truck water carrier and a crew of ten nan. 



&e needletyer moths laid a larger arood of eggs this year 
than last year. Jhese hatched ajout July 1st and the young caterpiliara 
are now mining into too needles and forming their tubes. There is some 
question, however, aa to vmether tho needle tyer will be able to kill trees 
now that its co-depredator, the sasrfly, is disappearing. 

it is yet too earlj in the season to say anything definite about 
the oarkoeetlo infestations. Scouting wor* to determine the extent of 
these will be conducted during August. 

Mr. Um ?• Skinnor, former ?arK Iteturalist, who is in the park 
to carry on certain scientific investigations, has observed the following 
condition in the insect infested areas: Along the Ho war 1 aton frail near 
tne Ox jow the Douglas firs recently attached by the spi s bud worm 
appeared to be partially recovering. About 63* °* the troes attacked 
showed signs of recovery • Ihe percentage of recovery wac etter in the 
case of young trees and saplings than it was in the case of old trees, 
farther east where the Howard iiaton rail passes north of Crescent Hill, 
the firs had been attacked oy bark borers after the trees had oeen weakened 
by the spruce oudworm. Here only a few trees were recoverir from the 
douole attaok.

Ilk i Small bands are frequently seen on the meadows along the 
Flrehole and . ibfeon avers and at points along the Yellowstone between Lake 
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and ^anyon. Larger bands can be aeon almost daily along the trails 
a few alias distant from tits loop road. A fine ball of unusual el so 
and proportions frequents the shadows near Xorris Station and is saen 
daily oy large numbers of par* visitors* 

Dean Door nave been conmvjnly seen along toe highway between 
Mammoth and Morris daring tne monta; they aro member* of tne oand that 
frequents headquarters station during the winter season* ?ha -how a 
great deal of interest and very little fear when approached. One young 
tack known as "ruffles" rivals the oears as a roadside attraction. Be 
oontributes largely to the amusement of park visitors by soliciting sweets 
along the roadside near Aorris station. Other members of the ^aaaoth herd 
freqnont the terraces in the vicinity of Uamnoth Hot Springs and contribute 
materially to the interest ami pleasure of the formation trip. 



Antelope s ihe sooner ran*re of the antelope this year extends 
along the Yellowstone and ~amar Rivers and their trl outer ies from the 
north slope of Sepaloore -lountoin to Mt. Morris; small bands and lone 
individuals are frequently seen in the immediate vicinity of iiamota 
Hot Springs and Gardiner; their presence In these localities daring tne 
suanor season is very unusual, lapse ro us small bands have oeen recently 
observed along ftlaektail Jeer reek. Jhere is a band of 2^ in the 
lmaediate vicinity of Tower Falls Hangar cation* including 13 kids. 
On* band nomeerlng 22 haa been recently seen on Jpecimen ui%e and 
another oand number lap 1/ i» »«en daily in the vicinity of the Lsraar 
filver bridge. 

Moose: jiZhese animals can oo Been in considerable numoers 
along the trails of ttie Jpper Yellowstone. Chief danger w'oodring 
rooantly counted 8 during tas course of one day's ride. A cow and 
two calves are frequently seen along the Sums en Panic Ho ad. our are 
seen aimoat daily at ieaver Lake. A group of six frequents the Yancey 
Maaoh and one or acre oan be seen almost daily at oajqp ftoosevelt, ooke 
Banger Station, Morris. mad along Middle -reek in the vicinity of ivan 
aas. 

Jjqffalo i fhere is nothing of special interest concerning ouffalo 
at this time except that the Orown Prince of yweden and his party witnessed 
a roundup of tne -aa*r liver herd on July 2nd. About 400 animals ware in-

Jbrrls Geyser iasln : fhe Horris goysor basin exhibits littla 
change from the preceding month. Mod Geyser, the largest in the basin, 
did not play In Jaly bat its neighbor, the Valentino, has oeen in action 
every three or four lays, -onstant and Whirligig are 4 uito as active as 
ia Jane and together constitute the most spectacular exhibit of the 
basin from the tourist point of view* Constant's interval is usually 
eoout 68 saoonds waile .Vhirligig plays almost continuously for about a 
quarter of an hoar and then drains for a somewhat longor poriod. -Tie 
vent which forme an equilateral triangle with Constant and tfiirllgig 
has resumed activity and whoa the three pla; simultaneously the effect 
is exceptionally fine. Ihe vent at th< aae of tho hill west of Thirllglg 
is gaining in power 9 occasional eruptions reaching thirty foot. A rather 
rare phenomena was an eruption of Coony Spring which played on July l8th. 
Ihe action was similar to that of Constant but of >;r ,ater duration* £he 
lack of rain Is producing a marked effect on the entiro basin. Most of 
the springs on the Hundred Spring Plain are much reduced and some have 
completely disappeared. Ihe low water level is vory apparent also in many 
springs on the east side of the road, notably Uedioina ing and the 

Gray i-aices. 

seriasins the Cliff 3pring was observed to erupt 
for the second time in the history of the park. 2he Grand Geyser played 
on the average interval of fifteen hours, the Daisy on the interval of 82 
minutes, and the Riverside on the average interval of 7 hoars and 45 
minutes. Lone Jtar plays every 2 hours and the Oolong at least once a day. 
fhe Castle had only sue aotive period - July 28th to 30th, when it played 
at IfclM different tiaos, one of which was to a heiffct of 1^0-175 feet. 

Mammoth hot jprii jrraoe si ihe month of July has been a very 

dry one and the effect on the ewioant of water in the various springs is 
noticeable* Angel Terrace is nearly oacic to where it was at this time last 
year, having decreased in activity aoout 75 percent since the beginning of 
the season. Jhe others, with the exception of Japitor Terrace and springs 
which snow VmVj little change from early apring to late fall, have followed 
suit and reduced their activity oonsi ierably.
